Two Sacramento State College 
faculty members and eight stu- 
dents have been excavating the re- 
mains of a fossil elephant near 
Live Oak, Yuba County. The recent 
discovery marks the find as a type | 
of mastodon which inhabited North 
America about 10,000 years ago. 

A clue to the location of the fos- 
sil was the discovery of part of a 
tusk dug out by a crew of men 
working for the Bishop, Younger, 
Bradley Company who are con- 
structing an in-fall pipe line and 
sewage disposal plant for the com- 
munity of Live Oak.

Sacramento’s Eaglet Theater will 
present at 8:30 P.M. on December 
5th and playing through the 6th 
and from the 11th to the 13th the 
much celebrated play, The Cherry 
Orchard, by Anton Chekov. Che- 
kov, who wrote at the beginning 
of this century, has greatly influ- 
enced the style of recent play writ- 
ers. 

The Cherry Orchard revolves 
around the mortgage of an estate 
which is sold to pay off the debts of 
some proud landowners. The heart 
and meaning of the play, however, 
is not the actual loss of the estate, 


but the revelation of thoughts, mo- | 


tives, sadness and gaiety of the 
characters. 
Play Widely Performed 
Since it was first performed in 


Europe, England and the United

Art Theater, the play has been the
